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POSSIBLE TAX REDUCTION. 


Senator Smoot’s statement to the Senate and 
the country in reply to the suggestion that 


the surplus in the Treasury will justify an- 
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other tax reduction in the next session of Con- 
appears to dispose of that matter, at 
least so far as the Treasury is concerned, since 
the position of the senator from Utah is sup- 
posed to reflect the views of the Treasury. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, in his 1926 
annual report, estimated that the surplus at 
the end of the fiscal year 1926 would be $262,- 
000,000, and at the end of 1927 about $300,- 
000,000. This estimate was made prior to 
November, 1925, and of course was based on 
probabilities; but did not take into considera- 
tion possible additional expenditures through 
the enactment Of new legislation by the pres- 
ent Congress. 

There are several reasons why the surplus 
on June 30, 1926, may be larger than the esti- 
mate, and why the surplus on June 30, 1927, 
is a matter of uncertainty altogether. Collec- 
tions of back taxes and total refunds, it is 
estimated, will make a net additional in re- 
ceipts amounting to about $100,000,000 this 
fiscal year. This month’s income tax receipts 
are guesses, therefore the total receipts are 
estimates. The budget estimate of 1926 re- 
ceipts was $3,880,716,000, while up to June 
1 last, the actual receipts were $3,311,116,000. 
June receipts may be approximately $500,- 
000,000. 

The budget’s estimate of total expenditures 
for 1926 was $3,618,675,000.. The actual ex- 
penditures up to June 1 were $3,108,135,000. 
Items not reckoned with when the budget esti- 
mate was made may bring the total expendi- 
tures up to about $3,400,000,000. If these 
figures or estimates are correct, it will be seen 
that the surplus will not much exceed the 
budget estimate of $250,000,000. ae 
reaches $300,000,000 it will be a surprise to 
the Treasury. 

The budget’s estimate of total receipts 
amounting to about $3,824,530,000 for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1927, is based on 
the income and customs receipts of 1926. The 
accuracy of this estimate depends entirely 
upon a continuance of business prosperity. 
The budget’s estimate of total expenditures for 
1927 is $3,494,222,000; but this does not take 
into account many additional expenditures au- 
thorized and funds appropriated for the year 
1927. 

Senator Smoot says: 

It is absolutely futile to attempt at 
this time, prior to definite knowledge as 
to the operation of the 1926 revenue act, 


to tinker with the estimate involving the 
1927 revenfle. 


Federal finances differ from State finances, 
in that the former are based wholly on esti- 
mates as to the operation of tax and revenue 
laws. On the other hand, in State financial 
operations property may be assessed definitely 
and a rate of taxation imposed which will give 
in advance a fairly accurate idea as to the 
State revenue for the following year. Since 
a new Federal tax law makes the surplus a 
matter of estimate, not to say a guess, it 
seems wise not to count upon a surplus justify- 
ing tax reduction until the end of the fiscal 
year arrives and the surplus is ascertained 
with some degree of accuracy.

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CASH IN THE TREASURY. 


over since the close of the world war the 
United States Treasury has been in the habit of 
financing every three months the short-time 
debt of the United States by issuing certiti- 
cates of indebtedness and renewing or partly 
liquidating them by borrowing money on new 
certificates of indebtedness. 

This month, when the 15th day arrives, there 
will be sufficient money in the Treasury to meet 
the short-time fiscal demands of the govern- 
ment without new borrowing. This is the first 
time ® has been possible for the Treasury to do 
this since the period of quarterly financing be- 
gan—about 1918. 

In March last the Treasury issued $4965,- 
000,000 of securities running three montlis. 
Since then income tax and customs collections 
and collection of back taxes have been so large 
that enough money has accumulated or will ac- 
cumulate before June 15 to make it possible 
for the Treasury to pay these obligations with- 
out borrowing money or making any further 
financial operation. 

Thus business prosperity and unusual reve- 
nue from customs and collection of back taxés 
make it possible for the government to expedite 
reduction of the Federal debt. 
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Now that all the debts are settled, all that 
Americans have to do is to buckle down and 
pay them. 
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NEW YORK WETS AND DRYS. 

It is inevitable that prohibition is to be a 
burning question in the New York senatorial 
election this fall. It is to be a question more 
within the Republican party itself however, 
than between the Democrats and Republicans. 
Efforts of the Republican leaders to distract 
the attention of the voters from the prohibition 
issue and focus it upon reorganization of State 
government, or some other question, are 
doomed to failure, notwithstanding the hope 
of some Republicans that Charles E. Hughes 
as chairman of the State convention might 
succeed in that stupendous task. But Senator 
Weadsworth’s clear and courageous statement 
setting forth his views on._prohibition makes it 


impossible for the Republicans to soft-pedal | 


on the issue. The New York senator will go 
before the voters as an opponent of the 
eighteenth amendment, whether the State con- 
vention remains silent on the question of a 
referendum or not. | 

The fight against Wadsworth ' will be waged 
not so violently by the Democrats, who un- 
doubtedly will nominate a wét candidate for 
the Senate, but largely by the dry element of 
the Republican party.

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DISTRICT FINANCES. 


In making public the tentative estimates of 
appropriations required for the needs of the. 
District government in the fiscal year 1927-28 
the commissioners will doubtless receive the 
approval of the citizens and taxpayers of Wash- 
ington. 
inasmuch as heretofore the estimates of ex- 
penditures have been kept secret. Officials of 
the budget bureau, however, have indicated 
that they have no objection to the plan of the 
commissioners to take the public into their 
confidence in the matter of the District needs. 
The final estimates as prepared for the budget 
bureau will not be made public, but neverthe- 
less submission of the tentative estimates to 
the citizens advisory council for study and rec- 
ommendation, and the publication of the fig- 
ures, will give the taxpayers information that 
heretofore has always been denied them. ‘ 

The taxpayers have a right to know what is 
proposed to be done with their money. Since 
Congress has receded from its former position 
of bearing half of the cost of government and 
has imposed upon the taxpayers a far greater 
burden than they had to shoulder even under 
the 60-40 plan, the people of the National Cap- 
ital have taken a much keener interest in the 
disposition of the money they pay in taxes. 

The commissioners have shown commendable 
foresight in having prepared well in advance 
the estimated needed expenditures for the up- 
keep of the District during the next fiscal year. 
They also are preparing a statement of the 
prospective income of the District for the year 
based on a new tax raluation which is to be- 
come effective July 1, 1927. These figures will 
give the people of Washington a good idea of 
their relation to the local government and Con- 
gress and what is expected of them in the way 
of taxes. It will also stimulate interest in the 
plans of those who are at the head of District 
affairs, both in the municipal building and in 
the committees of Congress. In giving the 
people an opportunity to be heard on fiscal 
affairs the commissioners as well as the tax- 
payers should profit. 
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In time automobile manufacturers may ad- 
just everything except a flat tire and white 
pants. 
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THE RIVERS AND HARBORS SNAG. 


There is a serious difference of opinion be- 
tween the House and Senate over the rivers and 
harbors bill, which passed the House last week. 
That measure is so smeared with pork grease 
that the Senate finds its legislative digestive 
apparatus threatened with nausea. Some of 
the Senate leaders intimate that they will adopt 
the tactics of the late Tom Carter, of Montana, 
and treat the bill just as that gentleman 
handled a similar measure when he was fight- 
ing for irrigation legislation. They will fili- 
buster it to death. 

On the other side is Chairman Dempsey, of 
the House committee on rivers and harbors, 
who thinks that the House is as well able as 
the Senate to “sit it out all summer.” The 
New York member, knowing how much his col- 
leagues on both sides of the House are in need 
of pork, does not hesitate to declare that the 
House will not consent to adjourn until the 
Senate passes the Dill.

He is not 
exactly enamored of the bill as it stands today, 
but is said to be willing to sign it if by so do- 
ing he can hasten the day when he will no 
longer have ‘Congress on his hands.”’

There are ways 
and means to accommodate statesmen when 
river and harbor spareribs are abundant. The 
Senate has full power to make amendments. 
It can “‘perfect’’ the bill by adding a cutlet 
here, a ham there and chitterlings to suit. 

Don’t wager your money on a death strug- 
gle between the two houses of Congress on 
the rivers and harbors bill. There is pork 
enough for all!

To the Editor of The Post—-Sir: 
In view of the fact that the interest 
of many public-spirited citizens or 
groups of individuals has been di- 
rected toward the future of birds. 
art, science, &c., which in itself is 
commendable, lHttle or no attention 
has been given to the conditions re- 
sulting from diversified unemploy- 
ment, not readily assimilated 
through our industries. 

It is not in a spirit of criticism 
that I refer to the question, but the 
thought occurred to me that a com- 
mendable public service could be 
rendered if means could be pro- 
vided, through the chambers of 
commerce, boards of trade or other 
civic bodies, to secure employment ' 
in active industries for those sus- 
pended or discharged for reasons of 
economy and efficiency, that the 
minimum of unemployment would 
prevail in this progressive nation 
of ours and to prevent the attempt 
to secure the positions already filled 
by others who are equally depend- 
ent on its continuance for support. 

Fundamentally, of course, crime 
conditions are improved or cor- 
rected by the environment of the 
home, but unemployment creates a 
tendency to this inclination at least, 
so if the maximum number of our 
worthy citizens could be continuous- 
ly employed it would relieve a se- 
rious situation—that is, the result 
of employes being separated from 
public utilities, corporations and 
government service.

Chief Justice Taft, recuperating 
from illness which prevented him 
from presiding Monday at the final 
session of the Supreme Court.for 
the term, passed a restful day in 
bed dictating correspondence and 
reading. :

Ancient Footprints 
Reach Washington 


. Embedded in a ton end a half of 

slabs of sandstone ana shale, foot- 
prints of animals that roamed the 
Grand Canyon of the Colorado 25.- 
000,000 years ago arrived yesterday 
at the Smithsonian institute. They 
are the collection of the trip made 
by Dr. Charles W. Gilmore, of the 
National museum, and constitute 
one of the foremost collections of 
fossil footprints ever made. 

Dr. Gilmore took them from three 
different levels in the canyon, the 
lowest of which was 1,800 feet be- 
low the rim and 400 feet below any 
fogsil footprints that thave ever 
been found.
